b efore the Assemb ly at the b ar thereof, then 
and there to answer why he shou'd not b e 
punished as guilty of contempt of the dignity 
and authority of the House. 
W hipple asked whether any legislation was 
expected to follow this investigation. 
Fish answered emphatically in the affirm a­ 
tive. 
The resolution was adopted b y a vici vo ce 
vote. 
The House then took up the ease of 
W illiam Me M. Speer, the newspaper cor­ 
respondent, who asserted that leading m em ­ 
b ers of the Appropriations Committee had 
b eeu canvassing the House to ascertain how 
a white washing report on the ceiling job 
would he received aud who refused to give 
his inform ant’s name. 
Judge Greene went over the correspond­ 
ent’s statements and the proceedings taken, 
nid declared that the allegations of the cor­ 
respondent were maliciously false and he 
should b e punished. 
O’Neil, of the Appropriations Committee, 
read a speech in his own defense. 
He hoped 
Larmon, Aspinall and Fish would stand up 
n their places aud tell what they knew ab out 
the article referred to. 
Then perhaps Speer 
would b e willing to tell all lie knew ab out it. 
Crosb y referred to newspaper correspon­ 
dents as “ Spoiled Children of Civilization.” 
They had no doub t gone b eyond proper li­ 
cense and he did not defend them, b ut Speer 
had suffered sufficiently. 
The press had had 
sufficient warning, and he moved to tab le the 
whole m atter. 
The motion was lost. 
O’Neil offered a resolution that Speer b e 
b rought b efore the b ar of the House and give 
his legal reason for refusing to answer the 
questions asked b y the Appropriations Com ­ 
mittee or suffer for contempt. 
Greene moved to amend b y directing that

the

Greene made a b itter speech, in which lie 
dd Snaith would not have left the State witli 
his b ooks if he had b een permitted the right 
of counsel. 
Fish asked where he ob tained that infor­ 
mation. 
Greene said, “ From the newspapers.” 
Fish—“ Then it was prob ab ly as correct 
as it was when it alluded to yourself.” 
Fish 
said it was strange that Snaith had “ skipped 
the S tate” the night of the day that the 
Special Committee was appointed. 
Greene replied that perhaps Snaith had 
b een informed b efore hand b v some of the 
Special Committee in time to depart. 
Fish said it was more likely that the gen­ 
tlem an from Orange [Greene] had inform ed 
him. 
He further declared that no one b ut a 
coward would make such statements as had 
b een made b y Greene. 
Sheehan denounced Greene for intim ating 
that he b ad shown a craven fear of the news­ 
papers. 
Sheehan said that while not entirely justi­ 
fying Speer’s conduct, still from the testi­ 
mony of Larm on, of the Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, he [Sheehan] thought Speer’s state­ 
ment was sub stantiated and justified. 
L ar­ 
mon b ad testified that lie did write down the 
names of memb ers of the Committee who 
favored a searching investigation and b y a 
filir inference tb e rem aining memb ers were 
inclined to a whitewash. 
Connally also justified the action of the 
correspondent. 
By expelling him the House 
would b elle itself and endorse the craven ac­ 
tion of the A ppropriations Committee and the 
picayune actions of the Lilliputian statesman 
who is at its head. 
Cottrell’s motion to tab le the whole m atter 
was lost, 39 to 64. 
On Husted's motion the previous question 
was ordered. 
A motion of Sheehan to refer to a special 
committee was lost, 29 to 48 . 
Greene’s am endtqenl to the O’Neil resolu­ 
tion was adopted, 60 to 28 , and the resolu­ 
tion as adopted, 55 to 22. 
Then the Speaker 
ordered the Sergeant-at-Arms to take Speer 
into custody and b ring him b efore the b ar of 
the House, which was done. 
On the suggestion of O’Neil the witness in 
contem pt was asked where he ob tained b is 
inform ation as to the attitude of the memb ers 
of the Appropriations Committee. 
Speer was ab out to reply when Aspinall 
interrupted saying b e desired to answer the 
question put to witness. 
Ainsworth ob jected, and rose to a question 
of privilege, saying he desired to appear as 
counsel for Speer. 
This was also ob jected to, b ut on Gib b s’ 
motion Speer was allowed the privilege of 
appearing b y counsel.

When asked b y fellow-workinen tb e m ean­ 
ing of the m ark (for the letters L. S., for 
United States, were then almost entirely new 
to them), said “ he did not know, unless it 
meant Elb ert Anderson and Uncle Sam 
alluding to Uncle Sam Wilson. 
The joke took am ong the workm en, am 
passed currently, and "U ncle Sam ” himself 
b eing present, was occassional I y rallied 
the increasing extent of his possessions. Soon 
the incident appeared in print, and the joki 
gained favor rapidly, till it penetrated and 
was recognized in every part of the country, 
and, says John Frost, the Boston historian, 
will no doub t continue so while the United 
States remains a nation.

O’Neil, of the Appropriations Committee, 
read a speech in his own defense. 
He hoped

York, purchased in Troy, N. Y., u large 
amount of pork for the American army. 
It was inspected by Samuel W ilson, who 
was popularly known as “ U ueleSam .” 
The 
barrels of pork were marked “ E. A., U. S .,” 
the lettering being done by a facetious etn 
plove of Mr. Wilson. 
W hen asked by fellow-workmen the mean­ 
ing of the m ark (for the letters U. S., for 
United States, were then almost entirely new 
to them), said “ he did not know, unless it 
meant Elbert Anderson and Uncle Sam, ” 
alluding to Uncle Sam Wilson. 
The joke look among the workmen, and 
passed currently, and “ Uncle Sam ” himself 
being present, was occassional I y rallied on 
the increasing extent of his possessions. Soon 
the incident appeared in print, and the joke 
gained favor rapidly, till it penetrated and 
was recognized in every part of tho country, 
and, says John Frost, the Boston historian, 
will no doubt continue so while the United 
States remains a nation. 
It is now firmly embeded in the Mosaic of 
our language, like “ T ippecanoe,” “ Log

phrases, which refer to im portant events in 
the history of the Republic.

A QUEER PHILANTHROPIST. 


The latest among our great benefactors to 
■write his name on the scroll of lasting fame 
was Isaiah V. Williamson of Philadelphia. 
Mr Williamson had planned to give $5,000,- 
000 to the Trades School which he had 
fouuded, but death cut him off before he ap 
pended his signature to his will, which had 
been carefully drawn. 
However, another 
will, made fifteen years ago, is a good one, 
and proves that his philanthropy was no sud^ 
den impulse, prompted by the approach o 
death. 
It left to different charities $1,000,' 
000. 
The Trade School had already re­ 
ceived $2,100,000 from him, and other benev­ 
olent institutions some $1,500,000 since 1876, 
making a total of $5,000,000 given by him to 
improve the condition of his race. 
His tela 
tivcs receive $9,000,000. 
But all the time that Mr. Williamson was 
contemplating these grand objects and gather­ 
ing the wealth to carry them into effect, he 
lived the outward life of a miser. 
Rain or 
shine, he always walked wherever he went, 
to save car fare or hack hire, a little faded 
cotton umbrella, once blue, being his con­ 
stant companion. 
He was never seen in a 
new suit of clothes, but always presented 
himself in shabby attire, even in the great 
financial thoroughfares where his figure was 
a familiar one. 
To save tin* cost of the food 
that he ate he would buy a glass of beer in a 
saloon at noon, and thus gain access to the 
free lunch counter. 
He wore out his under­ 
clothes without sending them to the laundry 
or changing them, and when his.socks needed 
darning he took the yarn with them to the 
mender and demanded due allowance in the 


bill. 
This sort of life could hardly have com 
mended itself to him, for he could have rea­ 
soned that if the rest of the. world were as 
self denying as himself there would be no 
occasion for charity. 
But he had no grudge 
against his fellows. 
His relatives, not one o^ 
whom, probably, had copied his example, 
were all provided with the means to live iu 
comfort and even luxury. 
Ilis benefactions 
went largely to institutions that provide for 
the wicked, the weak and the wasteful. 
He 
gave to old men’s homes as well as to libra­ 
ries, to institutions for the care of unfortu- 
tunate women as well as to colleges. 
Ilis life, 
outwardly so meagre, so barren, so stunted 
by' what men called greed, was in reality one 
continuous 
sacrifice. 
He 
denied 
him 
self 
all 
other 
luxuries 
for 
the 
the one great object that absorbed his life, the 
enjoyment of the luxury of doing good. 
Neither did he wait for death to loosen his 
wealth and set his plans in motion. 
His 
last enterprise, the Trade School, had been 
started, and he was promoting it as fast as 
liis plans could be carried out. 
He expected 
to see it in full operation, when death unex­ 
pectedly interfered. 
The knowledge of his 
purpose and plan will suffice to complete the 
work. 
Other philanthropic hands will take 
it up where he laid it down, and associate 
other names with his on the immortal list. 


WHER K THEIR WITS A RE NOT SHA RPENED. 


Three Sing Sing prisoners were shipped 
yesterday to the Prison Asylum at Auburn. 
One was a murderer, one a burglar, and the 
third a thief. 
Their insanity is attributed to 
lack of employment. 
This is remarkable. 
W e can name men in this city who have not 
done a day’s work in a year, and are not 
likely to unless they receive a White Cap uc 
tice, but their meutal faculties are so acute 
that they never fail to be on time at a meal or 
mistake water for beer. 


WOULD NOT B E CL A Y T0NIZED. 


Mr. McDuffy, the Republican candidate 
for Congress in the fourth Alabama district 
who was counted out in favor of Turpie 
Democrat, went to W ilcox county to procure 
the evidence on which to base a contest.

Syracuse has a Common Council composed 
of six Republicans and five Democrats. Quite 
naturally that rather luscious plum, the City 
Trt asurysliip, was expected to drop into the 
lap of a Republican, and the people were 
astonished to learn that Benjamin W. Roscoe 
the Democratic candidate, had carried off the 
prize, and also that the whole Democratic 
slate had been carried through by the aid of 
one Republican, whose name is Seager.

promptly indicted for bribery'. 
Then the 
Common Council met and fixed the amount 
of his bonds at $500,000, which is ten times 
the sum 
usually required. 
The 
amount 
of money to come into the Treasurer’s hands 
during the year is estimated at $675,000, and 
the Council insists that the man who would 
buy votes should not be eutrusted with 
so 
much money 
without 
giving 
ade­ 
quate security. 
The friends of Roscoe are 
trying to reduce the amount to $300,000, but 
this cannot be done unless Seager has the 
audacity to vote once more with the Demo­ 
crats. 
Unless the reduction is made Roscoe 
cannot furnish the bonds, and the present 
Treasurer will hold over. 
In the meantime 
certain friends of Roscoe are entreating him 
to make a clean breast of the whole conspi­ 
racy. 
If he does some distinguished Syra­ 
cusans will take the first train for the land of 
the orange and the vine, where certain of the 
Capitol ceiling speculators are supposed to be 
sojourning. 


A GOOD THING FOR A TOWN. 


It costs a nice little sum to become a civil 
engineer by the route of the Troy Polytech­ 
nic Institute, but the institution is undoubted­ 
ly a good thing for the city in which It is 
located, 
as 
is 
every college, 
seminary 
and other educational establishment which 
receives the patronage 
of 
the 
sons of 
wea lthy fathers. 
The Press, in 
advocat­ 
ing the endowment of a Troy chair in the 
Institute at a cost of $60,000, publishes some 
interesting statistics of expenses. 
The A 
cla ss, or class of ’89, 22 members, spends 
$21,100, an average of $960 per Btudcnt, 


The most costly student spends $1,350. the 
most frugal one $600. 
The class of ’90, 22 
members, 
'spends $20,400, average $930, 
highest 
$1,500, 
lowest 
$600. 
The 
class of ’91, 50 members, spends $50,540, 
average $1,011, highest $2,440, lowest $700. 
The class of ’92, 54 members, spends $35,800. 
These pupils appear to be mostly Troy men, 
whose expenses are less than those of outsid­ 
ers. 
The grand total foots up $127,840. 
This does not include the expenses of a large 
corps of instructors, or of the friends ot the 
students who come a-visiling. 
The reader will readily reach the conclu­ 
sion that a Polytechnic Institute is a big 
thing for a town, as a thorough scientific ed­ 
ucation is certainly a good thing for its pos­ 
sessor. 
Troy’s Institute has contributed al­ 
most as much to its fame abroad as its stove 
factories and collar shops. 
The city can 
certainly afford to put in the chair that the 
Press asks for. 


P U B L I C OPI NI ON.

A QUEER PHILANTHROPIST. 


The latest among our great benefactors to 
■write his name on the scroll of lasting fame 
was Isaiah V. Williamson of Philadelphia. 
Mr Williamson hail planned to give $5,000,- 
000 to the Trades School which he had 
founded, but death cut him off before he ap 
pended his signature to his will, which had 
been carefully drawn. 
However, another 
will, made fifteen years ago, is a good one, 
and proves that his philanthropy was no sud * 
den impulse, prompted by the approach o 
death. 
It left to different charities $1,000, 
000. 
The Trade School had already re 
ceived $2,100,000 from him, and other benev­ 
olent institutions some $1,500,000 since 1876, 
making a total of $5,000,000 given by him to 
improve the condition of his race. 
His rela 
lives receive $9,000,000. 
But all the time that Mr. Williamson was 
contemplating these grand objects and gather­ 
ing the wealth to carry them into effect, he 
lived the outward life of a n'iser. 
Rain or 
shine, he always walked wherever he went, 
to save car fare or hack hire, a little failed 
cottou umbrella, once blue, being his con 
stant companion. 
He was never seen in a 
new suit of clothes, but always presented 
himself in shabby attire, even iu the great 
financial thoroughfares where his figure wits 
a familiar one. 
To save the cost of tlie food 
that he ate he would buy a glass of beer in a 
saloon at noon, and thus gain access to the 
free lunch counter. 
He ware out his under 
clothes without sending them to the laundry 
or changing them, and when his socks needed 
darning he took the yarn with them to the 
mender anil demanded due allowance in the 
bill. 
This sort of life could hardly have com­ 
mended itself to him, for he could have rea­ 
soned that if the rest of the world were as 
self denying as himself there would be no 
occasion for charity. 
But he had no grudge 
against his fellows. His relatives, not one oT 
whom, probably, had copied his example, 
were all provided with the means to live iu 
comfort and even luxury. 
His benefactions 
went largely to institutions that provide for 
the wicked, the weak and the wasteful. 
He 
gave to old men’s homes as well as to libra­ 
ries, to institutions for the care of unfortu- 
tunate women as well as to colleges. 
His life, 
outwardly so meagre, so barren, so stunted 
by what men called greed, was in reality one 
continuous 
sacrifice. 
He 
denied 
him 
self 
all 
other 
luxuries 
for 
the 
the one great object that absorlied his life, the 
enjoyment of the luxury of doing good. 
Neither did he wait for death to loosen his 
wealth and set his plans iu motion. 
His 
last enterprise, the Trade School, had been 
started, und he was promoting it as fast as 
his plans could be carried out. 
lie expected 
to see it in full operation, when death unex 
pectedly interfered. 
The knowledge of his 
purpose and plan will suffice to complete the 
work. 
Other philanthropic hands will take 
it up where he laid it down, and associate 
other names with his on the immortal list 


The most costly student spends $1.850, the 
most frugal one $600. 
The class of ’90, 22 
members, 
'spends $20,400, average $930, 
highest 
$1,500, 
lowest 
$600. 
The 
class of ’91, 50 members, spends $50,540, 
average $1,011, highest $2,440. lowest $700. 
The class of ’92, 54 memtiers, spends $35,800. 
These pupils appear to be mostly Troy men, 
whose expenses are less thau those of outsid- 
The grand total foots up $127,840. 
This does not include the expenses of a large 
corps of instructors, or of the friends of the 
students who come a-visiting. 
The reader will readily reach the conclu­ 
sion that a Polytechnic Institute is a big 
thing for a town, as a thorough scientific ed­ 
ucation is certainly a good thing for its pos­ 
sessor. 
Troy’s Institute has contributed al­ 
most as much to its fame abroad as its stove 
factories and collar shops. 
The city can 
certainly afford to put in the chair that the 
Press asks for.

the Council insists that the man who would 
buy votes should not be entrusted with 
so 
much money without 
giving ade­ 
quate security. The friends of Roseoe are 
trying to reduce the amouut to $300,000, but 
this cannot be done unless Seager has the 
audacity to vote once more with the Demo- 
crats. 
Uuless the reduction is made Roseoe 
cannot furnish the bonds, and the present 
Treasurer will hold over. 
In the meantime 
certain friends of Roseoe are entreating him 
to make a clean breast of the whole conspi­ 
racy. 
If lie does some distinguished Syra­ 
cusans will take the first train for the land of 
the orange and the vine, where certain of the 
Capitol ceiling speculators are supposed to be 
sojourning.

At ab out 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
steam yacht Charles T. Coutaut sailed into 
the Rondout Creek. 
It attracted considera­ 
b le attention. 
It was freighted with a large 
amount of furniture, carpets, lamps, etc. 
On the arrival of the b oat at the “ City of 
Kingston’s ” dock, where a large crowd had 
gathered.it was learned that the goods on the 
Coutant had l)een seized b y Deputy Sheriff 
Smith, of this City, under nil attachment 
in favor of Stock & Rice, of Kondout. from 
a residence alleired to he owned b y one “ Col­ 
onel ” Betts, at Vineyard Point, near High­ 
land, Ulster County, and for which, it is 
stated,the ab ove named firm were never paid, 
although 
Betts 
had 
made all 
sorts of 
promises to so do. 
The goods were re­ 
moved from the yacht and placed in the 
Cornell Steamb oat Company’s storehouse on 
the dock, where they will remain until 
further developments in the matter. 


EXCITED SUSPICION. 
It is said that the manner which “¡Colo­ 
nel ” Betts had of doing b usiness excited 
the suspicion of a numb er of merchants here 
some time ago, and it is expected that several 
suits will lie the outcome of the affair. 


THE “ COLONEL’S ” ARRIVAL. 
Ab out a year ago “ Colonel ” Betts came to 
this City. 
He stated that he lived in New- 
York and was engaged in the development of 
several 
large schemes. 
Through a real 
estate 
agent 
he 
negotiated 
for 
the 
purchase of the Sleight property in Sleight- 
b urgh. 
It is alleged that tie offered $6'>.0<)0 
for the place, though $70,000 was asked. 
Betts averred that his motive in purchasin 
the property wus the erection of a large 
wagon factory, which would employ several 
hundred men* 
He also said he intended to 
b uild small cottages for employes. For some 
reason Mrs. Sleight did not sell the property 
and Betts next made offers for the Crane 
property in Ponckhockie, which also proved 
unsuccessful. 
Later on, it is alleged, Betts 
endeavored to b uy the steam yachts Blaca 
and Coutant, running b etween this City and 
Poughkeepsie. 
The owner would not sell 
Not long afterward Betts purchased, or was 
alleged to have purchased,a large residence at 
Vineyard Point, aliout three miles norlli of 
Highland, 
owned 
b y 
Frederick 
Van 
Woert, 
of 
Ponckhockie. 
The 
price 
agreed upon, it is understood, was $22.SOU. 
In all of these transactions, Betts, it is stated, 
represented himself as b eing a wealthy man 
and that he owned $35,000 worth of projierty 
in Ulster County.b esides large estates in New- 
York City and "Brooklyn. 
Betts’ next move 
here was to b uy furniture for the house. 
He 
went to ¡Stock it Rice’s and made a contract 
with them to furnish the goods. 
The furni­ 
ture was shipped, b ut the firm never suc­ 
ceeded in getting pay for it. hence the attach 
meut yesterday. 
A reporter called on Mr. 
Rice last night to learn the facts in th 
case. 
Mr. Rice said: 
JACOB RICE’S STORY. 
“ Some time ago a man who represented 
himself to b e Colonel Betts, of New-York, 
came to our store and selected 
articles 
of furniture.with which he said he wished to 
furnish his new house nt Vineyard Point. As 
Frederick Van Woert had called at our store 
a few days b efore and had vouched for the 
honesty and sound financial standing of Betts 
we did not hesitate to sell him a b ill of goods, 
which we shipped to Vineyard Point. 
It 
amounted in all to ab out $1,100. 
Betts 
promised to send a check for $500 and give 
a note for the remainder, promising to pay 
in one week. 
We had b et-ii warned not to 
send Betts a b ill, • as he may feel insulted.’ 
We were putotf from time to time, and our 
suspicions b ecame aroused when we heard of 
Betts’ connection with several large law suits, 
among them lieing the noted ‘ Blind Tom ’ 
b ill was sent to Betts and the 
not 
forthcoming. 
Finally 
to give a 
mortgage 
for 
b ut 
when 
the documents 
to 
him 
he 
refused 
Then we b rought an action 
for the recovery of our claim. 
We secured a 
Supreme Court attachment, and Judge Ed­ 
wards opened it. 
Under this mandate the 
goods iu the residence were attached, and 
guarded for the past six weeks. In the house 
xvere also found large q uantities of cartridges 
and other ammunition. 
At one time Betts 
came to me and wanted window curtains. He 
said they must b e of the very finest q uality, 
and we sent to Philadelphia for them. Seven 
hundred dollars’ worth were sent. They were 
just the thing he wanted, b ut as he was b ack­ 
ward in llie payment of the other goods I re 
fused to allow him to take them. 
1 have fol 
lowed Betts through this State, and accord­ 
ing to the records of Courts his career is a 
checkered one. 
He will lie ‘ shown up’ in 
due time. 
I lielicve he has a numb er of ac­ 
complices in his schemes, some of whom are 
known here.” 
OFFERED TO SETTLE. 
It is understood that “ Colonel” Betts, who 
arrived in Rondout, yesterday, made over­ 
tures towards effecting a settlement with 
Stock A Bice. 
He offered to pay 50 cents on 
the dollar, b ut Stock & Rice refused, Mr. 
Rice saying that his firm would not compro 
inise a settlement any other way than dollar 
for dollar, and Betts pay all taxab le costs in 
the case. 


ANOTHER SEIZURE. 
George Mains, a harness maker, of High­ 
land, also made a seizure of stuff at the Vine­ 
yard Point residence. 
To a reporter Mr. 
Mains said: “ Betts came to me and contracted 
for harness, etc. 
I b elieved that he was 
responsib le party. 
He purchased goods to 
the amount of $483.34. 
I b rought suit and 
secured a Supreme Court judgment b y de 
fault. 
I have since learned the character of 
this man, and I intend to fight him to the 
b itter end.” Mr. Mains’ goods are also stored 
iu Rondout. 


WHAT J. R. 8TEBBIN8 SAID. 
It also b eing learned that “ Colonel ” Betts 
was largely in deb t to the firm of Steb b ins, 
Brodhead & VanWagonen, on The Strand, 
for expensive window curtains, etc., a re­ 
porter called at the store this forenoon. 
Mr 
Steb b ins, on b eing usked ab out the matter 
said: “ ‘Colonel’ Betts owes this firm $500. 
Frederick Van Woert 
came 
to 
me and 
stated that Betts had purchased the Vineyard 
Point property, and desired to furnish it. 
Betts was represented to me as b eiug trust­ 
worthy. 
We supplied-the goods. 
That was 
some time in Septemb er last. 
We made no 
effort to get our money until ab out Decemb er 
1. Within the past two or three weeks I have 
heard considerab le talk ab out Betts. 
As far 
as my knowledge of him is concerned, I do 
not know anything ab out the man.- At the 
the time lie purchased the goods I b elieved 
him to b e all right. 
We might, however, 
have gone into an investigation of the man’s 
means und resources. 
We have secured a 
judgment for our b ill, b ut we don’t expect 
any mcney.”

“ COLONEL" BETTS IN TOWN. 


QUESTIONABLE TRANSACTIONS THAT 
HAVE COME TO LIGHT-

At about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
steam yacht Charles T. Coutaut sailed into 
the Rondout Creek. 
It attracted considera­ 
ble attention. 
It was freighted with a large 
am ount of furniture, carpets, lamps, etc. 
On the arrival of the boat at the “ City of 
K ingston’s ” dock, where a large crowd had 
gathered.it was learned that the goods on the 
Coutant had been seized by Deputy Sheriff 
Sm ith, of this City, under an attachment 
in favor of Stock <fc Rice, of Rondout, from 
a residence allesred to he owned by one “ Col­ 
onel ” Betts, at Vineyard Point, near High­ 
land, Ulster County', and for which, it is 
stated,the ubove named Arm were never paid, 
although 
Betts 
had 
made 
all 
sorts of 
promises to so do. 
The goods were 
re­ 
moved from the yacht and placed in the 
Cornell Steamboat Company’s storehouse on 
the dock, where they will remain until 
further developments in the matter. 


EXCITED SUSPICION. 
It is said that the m anuer which “¡Colo­ 
nel ’’ Betts had of doing business excited 
the suspicion of a num ber of merchants here 
some time ago, and it is expected that several 
suits will l>e the outcome of the affair. 


TH E " COLONF.L’8 ” ARRIVAL. 
About a year ago “ Colonel ” Betts came to 
this City. 
He stated that he lived in New 
Y ork and was engaged in the development of 
several 
large schemes. 
Through a real 
estate 
agent 
he 
negotiated 
for 
the 
purchase of the Sleight property in Sleiglit- 
burgh. 
It is alleged that lie offered $65.(XH) 
for the place, though $70,000 was asked. 
Betts averred that his motive in purcbasiu 
the property was the erection of a large 
wagon factory, which would employ several 
hundred men. 
He also said he intended to 
build small cottages for employes. For some 
reason Mrs. Sleight did not sell the property 
and Betts next made offers for the Crane 
property in Ponckbockie, which also proved 
unsuccessful. 
Later on, it is alleged, Betts 
endeavored to buy the steam yachts Blaca 
and Coutant, running between this City and 
Poughkeepsie. 
The owner would not sell. 
N ot long afterward Betts purchased, or was 
alleged to have purchased,a large residence nt 
Vineyard Poiut, aliout three miles north of 
H ighland, 
owned 
by 
Frederick 
Vnn- 
W óert, 
of 
Ponckbockie. 
The 
price 
agreed upon, it is understood, was $22.800. 
In all of these transactions, Betts, it is stated 
represented himself us being a wealthy man 
and that he owned $30.000 worth of property 
in Ulster County,besides large estates in New 
Y ork City and Brooklyn. 
Betts’ next move 
here was to huv furniture for the house. 
He 
w ent to ¡Stock «fe Rice’s and made a contract 
w ith them to furnish the goods. 
The furui 
ture was shipped, but the firm never sue 
ceeded íh getting pay for it, hence the attach 
m eut yesterday. 
A reporter called on Mr 
Rice last night to learu the facts in the 
case. 
Mr. Rice said: 


JACOB R IC E ’S STORY. 
“ Some time ago a man who represented 
himself to be Colonel Betts, of New-York 
came to our store and selected 
articles 
of furniture.with which he said he wished to 
furnish his new house at Vineyard Point. As 
Frederick VauW oert had called at our store 
a few days before and had vouched for the 
honesty and sound financial standing of Betts 
we did not hesitate to sell him a bill of goods, 
which we shipped to Vineyard Point. 
It 
amounted in all to about $1,100. 
Betts 
promised to send a check for $500 and give 
a note for the remainder, promising to pay 
in one week. 
W e had been warned not to 
.send Betts a bill, * as lie mayr feel insulted.’ 
W e were put oil from time to time, and our 
suspicions became aroused when we heard of 
Belts’ connection with several large law suits, 
am ong them being the noted ‘ Blind Tom ’ 
bill was sent to Betts and the 
not 
forthcom ing. 
Finally 
to give a 
mortgage 
for 
but 
when 
the documents 
to 
him 
he 
refused 
Then we brought, an action 
for the recovery of our claim. 
We secured a 
Suprem e Court attachm ent, and Judge E d­ 
w ards opened it. 
Uuder this mandate the 
goods iu the residence were attached, and 
guarded for the past six weeks. In the house 
were also found large quantities of cartridges 
and other ammunition. 
At one time Betts 
came to me and wanted window curtains. He 
said they must be of the very finest quality, 
and we sent to Philadelphia for them. Seven 
hundred dollars’ worth were sent. They were 
just the thing he wanted, but as he was liaek- 
ward in the payment of the other goods I re­ 
fused to allow him to take them. 
I have fol­ 
lowed Betts through this State, and accord­ 
ing to the records of Courts his career is a 
checkered one. 
He will lie ‘ shown u p ’ in 
due time. 
I l«elicve he lias a number of ac­ 
complices in his schemes, some of whom are 
know n here.” 
O FFER E D TO SETTLE. 
It is understood that “ Colonel ” Betts, who 
arrived in Rondout, yesterdav, made over­ 
tures towards effecting a settlement with 
Stock & Rice. 
He offered to pay 30 cents on 
the dollar, but Stock «& Rice refused, Mr. 
Rice saying that his firm would not compro­ 
mise a settlement any other way than dollar 
for dollar, and Betts pay all taxable costs in 
the case. 


ANOTHER SEIZU RE. 
George Mains, a harness maker, of High­ 
land, also made a seizure of stuff at the Vine- 
Íard Point residence. 
To a reporter Mr. 
lains said: “ Betts came to me und contracted 
for harness, etc. 
I believed that he was a 
responsible party. 
He purchased goods to 
the am ount of $483.34. 
I brought suit and 
secured a Supreme Court judgm ent by de­ 
fault. 
I have since learned the diam eter of 
this man. and I iutend to tight him to the 
bitter end.” 
Mr. Mains’ goods are also stored 
iu Rondout. 


WHAT J. R. STEBBINS 8AÍD. 
It also being learned that “ Colonel ” Betts 
was largely in debt to the firm of Stebbins, 
Brodhead & VanW ngonen, on The Strand, 
for expensive window curtains, etc., a re- 
g 


orter called at the store this forenoon. 
Mr. 
tebbins, on being asked about the matter, 
said: “ ‘Colonel’ Betts owes this firm $560. 
Frederick VanW oert 
came 
to 
me and 
stated that Betts had purchased the Vineyard 
P oint property, and desired to furnish it. 
Betts was represented to me as being trust­ 
w orthy. 
We supplied-the goods. 
T hat was 
some time in September Inst. 
We made no 
effort to get our money until about December 
1. W ithin the past two or three weeks I have 
heard considerable talk about Betts. 
As far 
as my knowledge of him is concerned, I do 
not know anything about the man.' At the 
the time he purchased the goods I lielieved 
him to be all right. 
We might, however, 
have gone into an investigation of the man’s 
m eans and resources. 
We have secured a 
judgm ent for our bill, but we don’t expect 
any money.” 
m e c h a n ic’s l ie n . 
A fter “ Colonel ” Betts made the alleged 
purchase of the house at Vineyard Point, a 
young man named George Pratt, of Rondout, 
was given a contract to furnish the bouse 
with pipe for steam heating. 
An Albany 
concern furnished the piping. 
It is said that 
between $2,000 and *3,000 are due P ratt and 
the Albany firm for services and material 
furnished. There is u m echanic’s lien against 
the house for the work.

The first trip of the steamlioat Jam es W . 
Baldwin will be made made from New- Vork 
to morrow afternoon. 
It will leave here on 
Thursday evening. 
The steam passenger yacht John MeC'aus- 
land. the tchooner Lewis Jane and the boat 
J. D. Forsyth have been launched from Mc- 
Causland's ways, South Rondout. 
The Poughkeepsie propeller llasbrouok 
will leave New-York to night for Poughkeep­ 
sie and the Miller will leave the latter City 
for the former.

B y tlie G eneral T erm o f th e S u p rem e C ourt

County Court of Sessions convened, this 
morning, in Kingston. 
E dgar L. Fursm an, 
of Troy, presided. 
The case before the 
Court was that of the People vs. Daniel D. 
Bell. 
Officers had lteen sent after Bell. 
He 
was brought into the Court Room. He claimed 
that he had been suffering from illness and 
was unable to go on with the trial of theease. 
He was put upon the stand and testified that 
he had been ill with bleeding at the lungs; 
that he was subject to fainting spells and on 
bis way home from Kingston, last week, 
fainted and fell out of his wagon. 
He testi­ 
fied he was 65 years of age. 
Dr. Keator, the attending physician, was 
called as a witness. 
The Doctor gave it as 
his opinion that Mr. Bell was able to attend 
to the trial, and would be able to do so for a 
week or 10 days. 
Judge Fursman denied the motion 
to 
adjourn the case on the ground of the illness 
of Mr. Bell. 
F. L. Westbrook, counsel for Bell, who 
was suffering from a severe cold, told the 
Court that owing to ill-health he would be 
unable to undergo the exertion required to 
try the case.

Sheeley was not rational ai the time he 
made the will. 
The witnesses to the will, 
Denton W ilklow and Simon P. Lyons, were 
examiued, also Dr. Charles O. Saliler and 
Israel Snyder on the. «mestion of sanity. 
Those who witnessed the^vill were of the 
opinion that he was rational. Dr. Charles O. 
Sahler testified that Sheeley was a hypochon­ 
driac. 
Up to 1887 he considered him mental­ 
ly a pretty good man with the exception of 
being a hypochondriac. 
By hypochondriac 
he meant a man who imagines he lias all sorts 
of ailments aud probably has few, if any. 
Sheeley imagined that sometime while drink­ 
ing water he had swallowed an animal, 
and was always asking for something to rid 
him of it. 
He would converse about other 
matters, but invariably come back to tlie 
story of his ailments. 
Israel Snyder testified 
Hiat he 
cousidered 
Sheeley’s 
talk 
not 
entirely rational. He "was continually referr­ 
ing to his trouble and inquiring for medicine to 
relieve it. 
Sheeley died in an insane asylum. 
The proponents claim that he was in his right 
mind at the time of makiug the will, in 1887, 
and prior thereto. 
A hearing was had in the matter of prov­ 
ing the will and testament of William W eeks, 
of W est-Hurley.

Fish 
said it was strange that Suaitli had “ skipped 
the State” the night of the day that the 
Special Committee was appointed. 
Greene replied that perhaps Snailh had 
been informed before hand by some of the 
Special Committee in time to depart. 
Fish said it was more likely that the gen­ 
tleman from Orange (Greene] had informed 
bim. 
He further declared that no one but a 
coward would make such statements as bad 
been made by Greene.

The latest among our great benefactors to 
write his name on the scroll of lasting fame 
was Isaiah V. Williamson of Philadelphia.

000 to the Trades School which he had 
founded, but death cut him off before he ap 
pended his signature to his will, which had 
been carefully drawn. 
However, another 
will, made fifteen years ago, is a good one, 
and proves that his philanthropy was no suck 
den impulse, prompted by the approach o 
death. 
It left to different charities $1,000,' 
OOO. 
The Trade School had already re­ 
ceived $2,100,000 from him, and other benev­ 
olent institutions some $1,500,000 since 1876, 
making u total of $5,000,000 given by him to 
improve the condition of his race. 
His rein 
lives receive $9,000,000. 
But all the time that Mr. Williamson was 
contemplating these grand objects and gather­ 
ing the wealth to carry them into effect, he 
Ijved the outward life of a miser. 
Rain or 
shine, lie always walked wherever he went, 
to save car fare or hack hire, a little faded 
cotton umbrella, once blue, being his con­ 
stant companion. 
He w as never seen in a 
new suit of clothes, but always presented 
himself in shabby attire, even in the great 
financial thoroughfares where ids figure wits 
a familiar one. 
To save the cost of the food 
that lie ate he would buy a glass of beer in a 
saloon at noon, and thus gain access to tile 
free lunch counter. 
He ware out his under­ 
clothes without sending them to the laundry 
or changing them, and when his socks needed 
darning he took the yarn with them to the 
mender ami demanded title allowance in the 
bill. 
This sort of life could hardly have com 
mended itself to him, for lie could have rea 
soiled that if the rest of the world were as 
self denying as himself there would Im* no 
occasion for charity. 
Hut he hail no grudge 
against his fellows. 
His relatives, not one of 
whom, probably, had copied his example. 
were all provided with the means to live in 
comfort and even luxury. 
His benefactions 
went largely to institutions that provide for 
the wicked, the weak and the wasteful. 
Ile 
gave to old men’s homes as well as to libra­ 
ries, to institutions for the care of unfortu- 
tunate women as well as to colleges. 
His life, 
outwardly so meagre, so barren, so stunted 
by what men called greed, was in reality one 
continuous 
sacrifice. 
He 
denied 
him 
self 
all 
other 
luxuries 
for 
the 
the one great object that a ttrite d his life, the 
enjoyment of the luxury of doing good. 
Neither did he wait for death to loosen his 
wealth nnd set his plans in motion. 
His 
last enterprise, the Trade School, had been 
started and he was promoting it as fast as 
his plans could be curried out. 
He expected 
to see it in full ojierution, when death unex 
pet tedly interfered. 
The knowledge of his 
purpose and plan will suffice to complete the 
work. 
Other philanthropic hands will take 
it up where he laid it down, and associate 
other names with his on the immortal list.

The most costly student spends $1,350. the 
most frugal one $600. 
The class of ’90, 22 
members, 
sjtends $20,400, average $930, 
highest 
$1,500, 
lowest 
$600. 
The 
class of ’91, 50 members, spends $50,540, 
average $1,011, highest $2,440. lowest $700. 
The class of ’92, 54 members, sjiends $35.SOO. 
These pupils appear to be mostly Troy men. 
w hose expenses are less than those of outsid 
ers. 
The grand totul foots up $127,840. 
This does not include the expenses of a large 
corps of instructors, or of the friends ot the 
students who come a-visiting. 
The reader will readily reach the conclu­ 
sion that a Polytechnic Institute is a big 
thing for a town, as a thorough scientific ed­ 
ucation is certainly a good thing for its pos­ 
sessor. 
Troy’s Institute has contributed al­ 
most as much to its fame abroad as its stove 
factories and collar shops.

On the arrival of the boat at the “ City of 
K ingston’s ” dock, where a large crowd had 
gathered.it was learned that the goods on the 
Coutant had lieen seized by Deputy Sheriff 
Sm ith, of this City, under an attachm ent 
in favor of Stock A Rice, of Rondout. from 
a residence allene*! to he owned by one “ Col­ 


o n e l ” Betta, at Vineyard Point, near High­ 
land. Ulster County, and for which, it is 
stated,the above named firm were never pail),

Betts 
had 
made 
all 
sorts of 
promises to so do. 
The goods were

moved from the yacht and placed in the 
Cornell Steamboat Com pany’s storehouse on 
the dock, where they will remain until 
further developments in the m atter. 
EXCITED SUSPICION. 
It is sail I that the manlier which “JColo- 
nel ’’ Betts had of doing business excited 
the suspicion of a num ber of m erchants here 
some time ago, and it is expected that several 
suits w ill lie the outcom e of the alT.tir. 
THE “ COLONEL'S” ARRIVAL. 
About a year ago “ Colonel ” Betts came to 
this City. 
He stated that he lived in New- 
York and was encaged in the development of 
several 
large schemes. 
Through a real 
estate 
agent 
he 
negotiated 
for 
the 
purchase of the Sleight property in Sleight- 
burgh. 
It is alleged that lie offered $65.(RWJ 
for tile place, though $70,000 was asked. 
Betis averred that his motive in purchasing 
Uh* property was the erection of a large 
wagon factory, which would employ several 
hundred men. 
He also said he intended to 
build small cottages for employes. For some 
reason Mrs. Sleight did not sell the property 
ami Betta nest made offers for the Crane 
property in Ponckhockle, which also proved 
unsuccessful.

As 
Frederick Van Wocrt had called at our store 
a few days before and had vouched for the 
honesty and sound tinanciab landing of Betts 
w e did not hesitate to si ll him a bill of goods, 
which we shipped to Vineyard Point.

Those who witnessed tile rs ill wen* of tile 
opinion that he was rational. 
Dr. Charles O. 
Sallier testified that Sheeley was a lij jKiclion- 
driac. 
Up to 1887 he considered him mental­ 
ly a pretty good man with die exception of 
being a hypochondriac.

Sheeley imagined that som etim e while drink­ 
ing w ater lie had swallowed an animal, 
and was always asking for something to rid 
him of it.
